London, Dec. 9.—(By A. P.)—The 


conference of allied premiers held 
a two hour session this afternoon, 
adjourning for luncheon shortly be- 
fore 2 p. m. The heads of all four 
delegations, British, French, Italian 
and Belgian, addressed the gather- 
ing, Premier Poineare of France 
holding the floor the longest. 
While Premier Poineare was re- 
ported not to have reached the point 
"of definite proposals, he declared the 
reparations question had arrived at 
a stage where something radical 
must be done. He came prepared, he 
said, to discuss with others what ac- 
tion should be taken.

rom the $12,000,000 fire which yes- 
erday -razed 24 blocks of the city's 
usiness section and set on foot meas-' 
ures to relieve the 2,500 persons made 
homeless by the conflagration. 
With the heart of the city still 
mouldering in ruins, plans for re- 
building, was nebulous, but it was 
he general sentiment that recon- 
struction on a larger and more sub- 
stantial scale would start as soon as 
,he more immediate 
relief needs 
were supplied. 
Hundreds 
of telegrams 
offering 


money and supplies were received 
.nd the relief committee announced 
arge amounts of staple foods- and 
quantities of clothing were needed at 
once. Word from Portland was that 
special train carrying supplies 


vould be sent from there today. 
Summarized, the situation was as 


'ollows: 
Twenty-live hundred persons home- 
«.The city without banking facilities. 
No food obtainable except from a 
central distributing bureau estab- 
lished by a swiftly organized com- 
mittee of 50. 
Last night beds were provided for 
all and. hot meals were served at 
several stations. 
Hundreds of homes 
have been 
:hrown open to those made destitute 
and orders were given to comman- 
deer all of the city'e food supplies. 
•Lighting facilities" were partly ~r 
stored last night but throughout the 
darkened district a heavy guard of 
soldiers and special policemen pre- 
vented looting. 
Chief of Police Carlson said that 


14. men had been arrested by his of- 
ficers during the confusion and that 
all were attempting' to carry away 
articles from stores within the-dis- 
trict. 
Fire fighting apparatus still was 
working early today and will until 
all the .embers have been extin- 
guished. 
Officials of the Oregon national 
guard'sent 17 officers and men here 
from Portland with 1,000 cots, 2,000 
blankets, rolling kitchens and food 
supplies. The latter equipment would 
be sufficient to feed 3,500 persons in 
emergency, it -was stated. 
Three churches were in the path 


of the flames, but none was burned. 
In each case the fire was either 
checked before the church was reach- 
ed or veered around the house of 
worship. 
W-an flames threatened the city 
jail, the doors were opened and about 
35 prisoners were released. The jail 
docket disappeared and no record of 
the malefactors could be found. 
Prisoners from the 
county jail 
were released when flames seemed to 
threaten that structure. Three con- 
victed men said to be awaiting trans- 
portation to the state penitentiary 
aided District Attorney Erickson in 
removing law books and furniture 
from his office. 
Mayor Bremner yesterday express- 


ed the opinion the fire was incendiary 
and could be charged to "radicals." 
Chief of Police Carlson concurred in 
this belief. 
"I am certain that radicalism is 
responsible" said the mayor. 
"Of

vestigation and when it is over I am 
sure "it will be established that the 
Ere was set."

Regardless of the style of del'v 


ery used the most important thing 
is to hit the head pin. It is pref- 
erable to hit the head pin full rath- 
er than miss It entirely.

ESCROW FUND 


OF 'PHONE COMPANY 


Many inquiries are made by tele- 


phone subscribers as to how much to 
each subscriber, The Newark Tele- 
phone company will be required to 
pay back into what is known as the 
Escrow fund, said President "W. L. 
Cary this morning. 


The excess rate was collected by 
the Telephone company for a period 
of twenty-seven months. 


The individual line business sub- 


scriber paid an excess over and above 
the ordinance rate of $1 per month 
during as many of the twenty-seven, 
months as. he maintained his indi- 
vidual line telephone, and will, there- 
fore, have an interest in the fund 
to the extent of $27 if he paid for 
an individual line for the full period. 


The two-party business subscriber 


paid an excess of 75 cents a month 
and the four-party business subscrib- 
er 50 cents a month in excess of the 
ordinance rate. 
Bach residence subscriber paid an 


excess of 25c a month for as many 
of the twenty-seven months as he 
maintained a telephone or a total of 
$6.75 for the full term. 
This payment is equivalent to $2.25 
a month for a year on individual 
business telephones and oOc a month 
•on residence telephones. 


Numerous 
inquiries 
have been 
made as to why or upon what author- 
ity the Telephone company collects 
an additional 25c a month where sub- 
scribers fail to pay for service by the 
tenth of the month, since the com- 
pany was enjoined from collecting 
more than the ordinance rate. 
The answer to this inquiry is that 


the decree of the court enjoining the 
collection of the excess rate, pro- 
vided that "said 
defendant 
may 
charge and collect the penalties now 
charged for non-payment of rentals 
or service, when due."

contribute. Many of the trusts and many wealthy people made enorm _ 
sums of money during the war, and they ought to be willing to pay heavy 
taxes until the war debt is greatly reduced.

Washington. ' D. C., Dec. 9.—The 


forthcoming 
session 
of 
congress 


will bring consideration and prob- 
ably enactment of important finan- 
cial legislation designed principally 
to benefit the American farmer. The 
elections strengthened the hand of 
the agricultural bloc which, as a 
group, 
represents 
with 
especial 


care the interests of the tiller of 
the soil in the halls of congress. 


When, two years ago, the. prices 


ot lai-m products declined with an 
unprecedented sharpness 
and 
the 


farmer received less for his product 
than it cost him to produce it, the 
farming community 
was 
convineil 


that the underlying reason for this 
calamity was an inadequate credit 
system. 


Many special inquiries were made 


into the problem, the most compre- 
hensive being that made 
by 
the 


joint 
commission 
of 
agricultural 


nquiry 
of 
which 
Representative 


Sidney Anderson of Minnesota was 
:hairman 
and 
which 
comprised 


members of senate and house, taken 
argely from the agricultural bloc. 
Fliis investigation revealed that the 
farmer lacks 
the precise sort of 
credit facility which he needs. 


It was found that there arc at 


>resent two lands of credit open to 
he farmers. 
First, the federal re- 


erve system provides an open door 
thereby the farmer may obtain cre- 
dit for six months, provided his local 
bank will endorse his notes. 
This 


is the longest term paper which the 
federal reserve banks 
admit, 
the 


farmers being favored over manu- 
facturers, merchandisers and 
other 


business men who are held clown to 
90-day credit. However, six months 
is not long enough for the fanners. 


The second kind .of credit is that 


provided by the federal land banks 
through the federal farm loan "sys- 
tem. 
This is credit based on land 


mortgages. 
To obtain this financial 


aid the farmer mortgages his farm 
and he may have 30 years in which 
to pay off interest and principal. 
The farmers make god use of this 
facility and many hundreds of mil- 
lions are lent to them. 
However, 
this does net fill all the needs of the 
agriculturist. 


The farmer plants his crops, as a 


general rule, in the spring of the 
year. He must buy seed and ferti- 
lizer and hire men to plow the land. 
Then, throughout the long summer, 
he must bear the expense of culti- 
vating and, finally, of harvesting 
The worker in other lines gets his 
pay envelope on Saturday night or, 
at the longest, at the end of the 
month, but the farmer's pay enve- 
lope comes only once a year. 
What the farmer wants is a mid- 


dle financing facility, with govern- 
ment 
backing 
and 
supervision; 


somewhere between the short term 
facility of the federal reserve banks 
and the 30-year farm mortgage loan. 
Specifically, he wants nine "months 
to one year credit. This will enable 
him to make a loan and with the 
proceeds finance his entire season. 
At the year's end when his crop is 
harvested and sold, he will have a 
comfortable period in which to pay 
off. 


In addition to what the general 


farmer wants, there must be a still 
different type of credit for the live- 
stock raiser. 
He wants three-year 


farmers and obtain loans for them 
en the security of their farms. 


The" millions which are lent to the 


farmers are obtained from the sale 
of bonds known as farm loan bonds 
which have a status as quasi-gov- 
ernment bonds and are gilt-edged 
securities with 
a 
ready 
market. 


The federal land banks have, in the 
past, marketed these through bank- 
ing- syndicates, paying commission's 
for the service performed.

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LEGAL POINTS FOR 


AUTOMOBILE OWNER 


(By SAMUEL WANT, LL. B.) 
Fire policies Insuring automobile 


dealers against loss by fire or light- 
ning contain a proivsion continuing 
the liability of the Insurance com 
pany only until the cars "are de- 
livered to thetlpun;haser, or until the 
same otherwise pass out of the pos- 
session of the assured." 
In a suit 


involving such a policy the evidence 
showed that a car had been stolen 
from the dealer, and that within a 
short time thereafter the charred 
remains of the machine were found 
in a public road. 


Suit was brought against the in 
rance company on the ground of 
loss by fire, but the court decid- 


d that under the terms of the limi- 
tation previously stated no damages 
were obtainable. 
, 
In a recent case responsibility for 


an automobile accident was asserted 
against a motorist on the ground 
that he had been driving at an ex- 
cessive rate of speed. The only 
evidence tending to show excessive 
speed was the statement that when 
the particular machine was running 
at a high rate of speed, it usually 
made no noise, whereas when the 
machine 
was running 
at a low 
speed, it made considerable noise; 
and it was asserted that on the oc- 
casion 
of the 
accident the noise 


from the machine was scarcely per- 
ceptible. 
The court held that such 


evidence is too indirect for a jury 
to infer that the motorist had been 
drivirtg at an excessive rate of speed. 
According to a recent New York 
case, the owner of a lot is not pre- 
vented from erecting a garage on 
It, although 
in the deeds in 
the 


cb- in of title extending from 1850 
to 1895 there is a restriction against 
the erection of any "omnibus, liv- 
ery or cow stable, cr other danger- 
ous, noxious or offensive establish- 
ment or business offensive to the 
neighborhood." The 
court recog- 
nized that a garage was within the 
spirit of this restriction, if not with- 
in its strict letter, but holds that the 
change in conditions must be read 
into the situation. Of course, as the 
court pointed out, if there had been 
an express restriction covering the 
tefection of a garage, the court would 
have ben compelled to give effect 
to it. It will be observed that this 
ruling is contrary in spirit to the 
rule cf the Massachusetts Supreme 
court<ffealt with in a preceding ar 
tide.

right to run Into him o'r his vehi- 
cle, or otherwise to compel him, by 
physical force, to observe the law. 
This rule applies in full force to 


drivers of fire engines also. 
The 


problem is not a new one. 
There 


have been many cases from which 
the inference was irresistible 
that 


the driver of the engine indifferent- 
ly or deliberately damaged another 
vehicle 
when the 
driver ignored 


warnings to get out of the* way, 
and in all such instances the engine 
driver has been held civilly or crim- 
inally liable, according to the facts 
of the particular case. 


It may be said that the courts 
are in fact imposing rigid 
rules 


upon drivers of fire engines which 
take away from them many of the 
liberties popularly supposed to be 
theirs. It is broadly true that with 
the exception of a strict compliance 
with the speed laws, drivers of fire 
engines aro now required to observe 
substantially tho same driving pre- 
cautions that drivers of other vehi- 
cles are expected to 
conform 
to. 
Even their speed is now held to be 
strictly 
limited by the conditions 


under 
which 
they 
are 
driving. 


"Where traffic is thick, 
or 
where 


dangerous curves must be made, 
speed must be so controlled as to 
enable the driver to have his car 
under reasonable control to meet 
emergencies, and there is absolutely 
no qualification to the proposition 
that he may not willfully or even 
indifferently inflict iniury upon a 
person or damage upon a vehicle 
under even the most exasperating 
circumstances.

CRANKING THE MOTOR

speed grasp the steering wheel in 
such a way that the fingers of at 
east one hand straddle a spoke. 
This is the safest position in case of 
a front wheel blow-out or an unfor- 
seen hole in the road, since the 
wheel is much less likely to slip out 
of the driver's hands.
